Earthquake 
Phenomenon 
In Japan 


Tokyo, December 15. 

A five-hour earthquake ac- 
companied by landslides pro- 
moted widespread terror, caus- 
ed the ground to sink nine 
feet and creates a new lake in 
Niigata Prefecture North of 
Tokyo, Press reports said to- 
day. 

Belated despatches from fittie 
known Izawa tn; Niigata Prefoc- 
ture of Western Honshu told of 
the unusual phenomenon. The 
dispatches sald fhe cast tremors 
differing frém-ak’on ry quakes 
comtmon in Japaryy started yester- 
day afternoon, 

“Tho persistent rocking con- 
tinued for five hours and strange- 
ly was confined to an area of 
about 15 acres, A gravel road ran 
through the middle of the area 
which contained farmland finnk- 
ed by a cliff. The shaking down 
movement persisted and the carth 
began to sink under the fcet. of 
the terrorised inhabitants. The ac- 
tion was accompanied by u scenes 
of landslides from higher ground. 
The falling soil Nlled in the farms 
and entirely changed the terrain.” 

It wns raining heavily at the 
time and this led to the appear- 
ance of a new lake. No casualtics 
wore reported.—United Press.

Paris, Desember 14. 

The French Socialist Party 
today decided to continue to 
participate in the present 
Coalition Cabinet. ‘ 

An Extraordinary Party Con- 
gress, which haa been mecting 
since yesterday, adopted tonight a 
resolution in favour of continucd 
purticipation by 1,933 votes to 957. 

A motion to withdraw the 
Socialist Ministers forthwith was 
rejected by the same number’ of 
votes, 


The decision to continue Socia- 
list Participation in the Govern- 
ment was made subject to the 
Government of M. Georges 
Bidault carrying out a_ certain 
number of conditions. 

Failing the fulfilment of these 
conditlons by January, said the 
Sotialist Congress resolufion, the 
Executive Committee of the So- 
clallst Party woyld have the right 
to decide to brjng Socialtst parti~ 
ctpation to an end. 

Among tho conditions posed by 
the Socialist Congress are: impro- 
vernent in the. purchasing power 
of the people, the passing of an 
anti-trust law, stnctity of nation- 
allsation and social security, and 
o 3,000-franc increase in monthly 
sularies of lower paid workers if 
{rec bargaining Js not re-estab- 
Ushed scon.—Reuter.

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lTHREE ESSENTIALS 


Recognition, reconstruction, 
and security—these terms 
sum up the essentials of policy 
in the Far East. They are 
closely related and will have 
to be provided for in that con- 
text, just as they have been’ 
provided for in Western 
Europe. Mr. Vyshinsky says 
all goes well in China. Gen- 
eral MacArthur believes that 
all woes well in Japan, and 
that the time has come to trust 
her, Britain may be dubious 
about beth, but is clearly bent 
on a realistic policy. 

That involves, as a first step, 
full recognition of the new re- 
gime in Peking. It is not ne- 
cessary to have the light of 
stars in the eyes to do this 
The plain fact is that the Na- 
tionalist Government has con- 
ceded practically the whole of 
mainland China to the new 
regime. Either we are to 
have relations with that Gov- 
ernment or we are to remain 
out in the cold, powerless to 
do anything about it or to in- 
fluence the course of events. 
These will be dominated by 
what happens inside China, 
not by anything that can hap- 
pen outside. 

Britain is now waiting to 
get all the members of the 
Commonwealth into line, and 
probably some of the other 
Western countries also. When 
recognition is formally given, 
tt-wilt be quite a demonstra- 
tion, certainly of their 
solidarity. Forrnal recogni- 
tion does not, of course, 
necessarily imply solidarity 
with the Government re- 
cognised. Fear or favour 
has little to do with it. 
It is just a businesslike action 
which enables contact, discus- 
sions and representations to 
be made. 

Even these very normal 
things may prove a bit difficult 
to begin with. 

It may or may not mean a 
little more business. That 
wil] depend largely on whe- 
ther the blockade ceases or 
continues. That again isn’t a 
major consideration, because 
business will depend less upon 
recognition as such, than upon 
the general policy of the Com- 
munist Government. Cer- 
tainly no change in the form 
and channels of trade laid 
down by the new regime can 
be expected for a long time to 
come—if then. There should 
be no illusions on that score. 
The wheels may be oiled and 
may run a bit more smoothly. 
The Consular officials may 
take up issues that arise with 
higher officials, and -even 
businessmen themselves may 
be able to get beyond the 
lowest functionary in seeking 
guidance and information. But 
the Communist trade me- 
chanism will ‘stay. e 

It is hardly, likely, even if 
Commonwealth and:European 
diplomacy is fully, equipped 
for the fray on the spot,-that 
it will be “able to’ inflyence 
Peking diplomatic.:and _poli-. 
tical policy..at present.:. We. 


‘mestic mensures necded to 
deal with it. But before long, 
the country must debate one 
of the hardest problems ever 
set before it. It must debate 
how far it can take’ part in 
West European Union. ~ 
There is a grent,deal of vague- 
ness in the phrase ‘West Union’. 
Everybody is agreed that military 
collaboration between .the coun- 
tries of Western Europe is csscen- 
thal, So, hiso, !s some measure of 
economic collaboration. But tho 
propaganda now conducted by the 
European Movement Iddks for o 
much more radicat casure. It 
urges a genuine: -federation of 
Western European countrics. 


Some very fnflucnfial.men in 


. America are supporting thls pres- 


sure, and are suggesting that Mar- 
shall Ald can be Used o8 a sanc- 
tion to compel Britsin to take 
part in a European Federation. 
It is disturbing to sce how many 
people In England are repeating 
the slogan of ‘West Union’ with- 
out baving thought out its impli- 
cations. Why ts West Union con- 
sidered so desirable? 

Two reasons pre usually given. 
One Is that Union ts necessary for 
defence. But Is it?) Military co- 
operation, very intimate co- 
operation, is possible between 
countries which keep thelr Inde- 
pendence. They do not have to 
merge thelr Identities. Military 
co-operation in the West is al- 
rendy provided for amply by the 
Brussels Pnet and the Atlantic 
Pact. It would not necessarily 
be more Intimate If there was 
Federation. 

The second reason given is that 
a West Union is necessary in 
order to enable us to overcome 
the dollar crisis. Nobody, how- 
ever, explains very convincingly 
huw West Union could do this. 
Britain js short of dollars, All 
West Europe ts short of dollars, 
It js a new theory thal to marry 
one bankrupt to another will pro- 
duce a solvent. 


What It Implies 

Very few of the enthuslasts who 
nitend the Albert Hall rallies tn 
favour of West Union secm = to 
have thought out what would 
happen to British economic life 
if it became a reality. A true 
West Union implies ao currency 
union, a Customs union, and the 
free movement of labour. Inevi- 
tably, one of the first results of 
union would be a stendy economic 
pressure to bring Britain to the 
sume standard of Hving as other 
countries of West Europe.

port must be subject to licence. 

Mining sources feared that 
‘cost’ gold producers might find 
ft ciMecult to continue operations 
if the free market Is abolished, in 
view of high production — costs. 
They sald that, unless most 
producers are able to’ continue 
marketing gold at more than the 
«Metal world price of US$35 an 
ounce, they muy have to close 
down, 

vhe Central Bank docs not 
compel gold dealers to sell at $35, 
but producers fear that buyers 
are not likely to continue buying 
unless they can hold the metal 
themselves. 

Despite the Central Bank 
ordor, It is reported that tho 
black market gold price had 
risen to US$58, from a previous 
maximum of $67. The black 
market rate for the U.8. dollar 
—legally equivatent ‘to two 
peaoe—shot up to 2.60 posos 
from 2.22,
